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SCHOOL  DIRECTORS'  REPORT 


An  itemized  report  will  be  published  in  July.  The 
teachers  for  this  year  are  paid  as  follows  :  High  school, 
$12  50  per  week;  Grammar,  $10;  Primary,  $9;  Island, 
$9;  Bennett,  $9;  Shattuck,  $7. 

Fuel  and  supplies  will  be  about  the  same  as  usual. 
The  Bennett  and  Shattuck  schoolhouses  have  been 
slated.  Considerable  repairing  and  alterations  has 
been  ordered  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Part  of 
this  has  been  done,  and  the  balance  must  be  done  be- 
fore commencing  school  next  year,  to  comply  with  their 
requirements.  This  will  probably  cost  fifteen  hundred 
dollars.  Therefore  the  town  should  raise  enough  extra 
school  money  to  provide  for  these  changes.  New  ad- 
justable desks,  hardwood  floors,  some  changes  in  win- 
dows so  as  to  get  better  light,  changes  in  the  methods 
of  heating  and  ventilating  most  of  the  rooms,  slate 
blackboards,  and  a  generous  supply  of  pure  drinking 
water  are  among  the  things  recommended.  At  the  vil- 
lage schoolhouse  a  change  in  stairways  and  suitable  fire 
escapes  is  needed.  After  these  changes  have  been 
made,  the  ceilings  and  walls  of  the  various  rooms  will 
need  to  be  refinished  in  some  light  color,  and  a  certain 
amount  of  painting  done  on  the  exterior  of  some  of  the 
buildings.  These  changes  are  in  the  line  of  progress, 
and  are  similar  to  what  is  being  done  all  over  Vermont. 
Therefore,  we  recommend  your  most^  hearty  co-opera- 
tion. 

An  extra  school  tax  of  fifty  cents  on  a  dollar  of  the 
grand  list  for  this  year  should  be  raised  for  this  pur- 
pose.

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WILDER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


During  the  past  year  fifty  excellent  books  have 
been  purchased,  one  hundred  and  eighty  donated  by  the 
City  Library  Association  of  Springfield,  Massachusetts, 
twenty -five  received  from  the  State  of  Vermont,  two 
given  by  Mr  and  Mrs  Lewis  Parkhurst,  a  four  volume 
encyclopedia  of  universal  knowledge  given  by  Miss 
Grace  E.  Gilmore,  and  one  volume  received  from  each 
of  the  following  persons:  Felix  C.  Lester,  Mrs  Arthur 
G.  Follette,  and  Hon  Eugene  W.  Chafin,  Prohibition 
candidate  for  president  of  the  United  States  in  1908- 
1912.  Mr  Chafin' s  father  was  born  in  this  town.  This 
makes  1570  volumes  in  the  library. 

Among  the  many  interesting  books  in  the  library, 
we  wish  to  mention  the  one  donated  by  R.  E.  Hathorn 
of  Ludlow  some  two  years  ago.  This  is  the  leather  cov- 
ered account  book  in  which  Asa  B.  Foster  kept  his  store 
accounts  when  he  was  in  the  mercantile  business  in 
Weston.  It  contains  the  names  of  many  of  the  old  res- 
idents of  the  town  and  the  things  they  bought  from 
1842  to  1846.  Such  books  are  always  interesting  and 
instructive,  and  the  library  will  be  very  glad  to  receive 
many  more  such  mementoes. 

Some  time,  in  the  near  future,  we  are  hoping  to 
have  a  real  museum  in  Weston.  We  feel  confident  that 
it  might  be  made  one  of  the  most  interesting  places  in 
town.  There  are  many  mementoes  of  the  early  days 
which  should  be  preserved  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
will  be  a  joy  to  us  and  an  inspiration  to  future  genera- 
tions. 

We  recently  received  a  draft  for  fifty  dollars  from 
the  estate  of  Addie  C.  Pease.    This  seems  to  have  been 
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one  of  the  special  bequests  in  her  will,  and  we  hereby 
extend  our  hearty  thanks  for  the  kindly  interest  she 
took  in  our  library.  Mr  and  Mrs  Lewis  Parkhurst  have 
not  only  sent  us  their  annual  contribution  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  but  have  also  sent  an  extra  hundred  which 
was  a  little  too  late  to  have  been  placed  to  their  credit 
last  year.  To  all  who  have  given  of  their  material 
wealth  or  kindly  interest  we  extend  thanks. 

There  have  been  more  books  and  more  magazines 
taken  out  for  reading  this  year  than  ever  before.  The 
librarian's  records  show  that  there  have  been  3342 
visits  at  the  library  by  927  different  people  this  year, 
and  3371  books  and  685  magazines  circulated.
